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Progress  Is  Made  In  Bid  For  University  Status 


New  President's 
Home  Completed

President  and  Mrs.  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick  of  Northwestern  have 
moved  into  the  new  president's 
home  which  was  completed  on  the 
NSC   campus   this   spring. 

Builders  Service,  Inc.,  of 
Natchitoches  was  contractor  for 
the  $125,000  home,  which  was  de- 
signed by  Oscar  C.  Butler  and 
E.  P.  Dobson,  Jr.,  Natchitoches 
architects. 

Funds  for  the  construction  and 
renovation  of  presidents'  homes 
gj  on  college  campuses  in  Louisiana 
are  received  from  oil  holdings  at 
Nicholls  State  College  in  Thibo- 
daux. 

The    one     and     one-half     story 

home  is  built  in  French  Colonial 

J  style  in  keeping  with  the  popular 

,,  architecture    of    early    Louisiana. 

It  is  located  east  of  the  college's 

1 1  administration  building  in  a  spa- 

{  cious  area  facing  Chaplin's  lake. 

Featured   at  the   front   of     the 

home  are  six  Doric  columns  such 

as  the  ones  which  supported  the 

east  gable  of  the  famous  Bullard 

mansion  in  the  early  1800's.  The 

Bullard  columns  are  still  o"   the 

Northwestern  campus  where  the 

mansion  once  stood. 

Included    in    the    house,    which 
has  6,178  square  feet  of  floor  area, 
are  a  living   room,  dining  room, 
g  den,      breakfast     room,     kitchen, 
maid's      room,      utility      services 
room,    guest    suite,    family    den, 
^  three  bedrooms  and  four  baths. 
The    building    which     the   Kil- 
patricks    vacated    this    week    to 
move    into    the    new   home    was 
built  in   1928   and   has  served  as 
the    residence    for    eight    North- 
western presidents. 

Plans  call  for  converting  the 
former  home  of  the  president  into 
a  Home  Management  House  for 
the  Home  Economics  Department. 
The  Home  Management  House, 
now  located  near  the  Student 
Union  in  the  center  of  the  cam- 
pus, will  be  moved  to  make  room 
for  badly-needed  parking  lots. 

Several  years  ago,  the  State 
Board  of  Education  drew  up  plans 
for  the  renovation  and  construc- 
tion of  homes  for  presidents  of 
state  colleges  and  universities, 
using  the  oil  funds  from  Nicholls 
State.

J.  Robert  Smith,  director  of 
bands  at  Northwestern  for  the 
past  five  years,  has  been  ap- 
pointed acting  chairman  of  the 
college's  Department  of  Music. 

In  announcing  the  appointment, 
Vice-President  of  Academic  Af- 
fairs Dr.  Charles  F.  Thomas  said 
Smith  will  assume  his  new  duties 
immediately. 

Smith  succeeds  Di\  Paul  Tor- 
grimson  who  resigned  as  depart- 
ment head  but  will  remain  on 
the  Northwestern  faculty  as  pro- 
fessor of  music. 

A  Shreveport  native,  Smith 
will  continue  to  serve  as  director 
of  bands.  He  announced  that 
John  Raush  of  the  NSC  music 
department  faculty  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  post  of  associate 
band  director. 

Smith,  who  was  graduated  from 
Fair  Park  High  School  in  1950, 
holds  a  bachelor's  degree  from 
Centenary  College.  He  received 
his  master's  degree  from  the

Request  Taken 
To  Legislatirre 

If  the  Louisiana  Legislature 
passes  a  bill  giving  university 
status  to  Northv/estern  it  will  be 
the  fourth  name  the  school  has 
had  since  it  was  established  85 
years  ago. 

The  Louisiana  Coordinating 
Council  for  Higher  Education  re- 
cently approved  Northwestern's 
request  to  take  its  bid  for  uni- 
versity status  to  the  Legislature. 

Unanimous  approval  was  given 
by  the  council  to  the  college's 
request,  indicating  that  North- 
western meets  criteria  for  the 
university  label. 

Name  changes  are  not  new  to 
NSC.  Established  in  1884,  the  in- 
stitution had  as  its  first  name 
Louisiana  State  Normal  School. 
The  first  classes  were  conducted 
in  1885,  when  the  school  had  just 
27  students  and  three  faculty 
members,  including  the  president, 
Dr.  E.  E.  Scheib. 

In  1918,  the  school  began 
granting  college  degrees,  and  the 
name  was  changed  in  1921  to 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College. 
Until  1918,  the  school  had  granted 
only  two-year  degrees. 

When  the  name  of  the  institu- 
tion was  changed  to  Louisiana 
State  Normal  College  in  1921,  the 
enrollment  had  grown  to  663,  and 
the  faculty  numbered  43. 

In  1944,  when  the  school  had  a 
war-deflated  enrollment  of  769 
and  a  faculty  of  more  than  100, 
the  name  was  changed  to  the  pre- 
sent Northwestern  State  College 
of  Louisiana. 

Northwestern  has  grown  from 
the  27  students  making  up  the 
first  class  to  more  than  6,000  last 
fall.  The  faculty  is  more  than  300. 
Northwestern's  campus,  which 
was  107  acres  when  it  was  es- 
tablished, is  now  916  acres.  There 
are  more  than  60  buildings  on  the 
campus. 

The  institution  has  six  schools 
of  instruction  and  28  academic 
departments.

Planning  Camp 

High  school  juniors  and  seniors 
from  across  Louisiana  who  are 
interested  in  careers  as  physical 
educators  are  eligible  to  apply 
for  a  two-week  Summer  Camp 
for  Future  Teachers  of  Physical 
Education  at  Northwestern  State 
College. 

Designed  to  give  high  school 
students  insight  into  physical 
education  as  a  career,  the  camp 
is  scheduled  for  Aug.  9-21. 

More  than  100  high  school  stu- 
dents will  be  accepted  for  the 
camp,  which  is  sponsored  by  the 
Department  of  Health,  Physical 
Education  and  Recreation  at 
NSC. 

The  first  week  of  the  camp  is 
scheduled  for  Aug.  9  through 
Aug.  14.  The  second  session  will 
be  held  Aug.  16  through  Aug.  21. 

Camp  participants  will  pay  a 
fee  of  $65  each,  which  will  in- 
clude room,  meals,  and  use  of 
campus  facilities.  Students  who 
choose  to  take  part  in  both  of  the 
one-week  sessions  will  pay  $65 
for  each  week. 

Associate  professor  of  health, 
physical  education  and  recreation 
Gordon  Coker  will  serve  as  di- 
rector of  the  clinic.  He  will  be  as- 
sisted by  four  staff  members  and 
several  of  the  college's  graduate 
assistants. 

During  the  camp,  participants 
will  spend  two  hours  daily  in  the 
classroom,  taking  short  courses 
in  "Foundations  of  Physical  Ed- 
ucation," and  "Basic  Skills."  Ac- 
tivities will  include  sports  not 
generally  available  in  high 
schools,  such  as  tennis,  golf,  bad- 
minton, archery,  canoeing,  sail- 
ing, water  skiing,  life-saving, 
outdoor  education  and  swimming.. 

Coker  said  the  deadline  for  fil- 
ing to  participate  in  the  summer 
camp  is  July  20.  Application 
forms  and  additional  information 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  Gor- 
don Coker,  Summer  Camp  Direct- 
or, Northwestern  State  College.

The  Department  of  Sociology 
and  Social  Work  at  Northwestern 
will  conduct  the  workshop,  which 
is  scheduled  lor  June  15  through 
Aug.  14. 

Nine  semester  hours  of  grad- 
uate credit  will  be  awarded  for 
the  institute,  which  will  combine 
classroom  instruction  with  on- 
the-job  experience  in  correctional 
institutions  in  Louisiana. 

Dr.  Millard  J.  Bienvenu,  head 
of  the  department  of  sociology 
and  social  work  at  Northwestern, 
is  project  director,  and  Jerry 
Wendt  of  the  sociology  depart- 
ment is  coordinator  and  chief 
instructor  for   the  v/orkshop. 

Bienvenu  said  the  institute  will 
be  limited  to  20  participants,  who 
will  work  at  juvenile  and  family 
courts,  juvenile  probation  and 
parole  offices,  juvenile  correction- 
al institutions,  the  Louisiana  Cor- 
rectional Institution  for  first  of- 
fenders ages  17  to  21,  and  various 
law  enforcement  agencies.

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Demons  Face  Tough,  10-Game  Football  Schedule 


Southwest  Oklahoma,  Pensacola 
Navy  Are  Added  to  1970  Slate 


Northwestern  athletic  director 
Glenn  Gossett  has  released  the 
Demons'  1970  football  schedule 
which  features  competition  from 
five  states. 

The  schedule,  highlighted  by 
four  contests  in  Demon  Stadium 
at  Northwestern,  is  the  first  10- 
game  slate  for  the  Demons  since 
1963.  For  the  past  six  years,  NSC 
has  played  nine-game  schedules. 

Added  to  the  card  since  last 
year  were  Pensacola  Navy,  which 
the  Demons  last  played  in  1967, 
and  Southwestern  Oklahoma 
State.  It  will  be  the  first  meeting 
in  history  between  NSC  and  the 
Oklahoma  school. 

Northwestern's  two-year  series 
with  Tennessee  Tech  ended  after 
last  fall's  game,  and  the  Golden 
Eagles  are  the  only  team  which 
is  missing  this  year  from  the  1969 
schedule.  The  Demons  defeated 
Tennessee  Tech  in  both  1968  and 
1969. 

Other  teams  on  the  NSC  sched- 
ule in  addition  to  Gulf  States 
Conference  opponents  are  Floi-- 
encc  State  and  Jacksonville  State, 
both  of  Alabama,  and  Stephen  F. 
Austin  State  University  of  Nacog- 
doches, Tex. 

Gossett  said,  "We  are  delighted 
to  add  to  our  schedule  a  team  of 
the  calibre  of  Southwestern  Ok- 
lahoma State.  We  feel  that  this 
tough  intersectional  game  adds  to 
the  attractiveness  of  an  already- 
exciting  schedule." 


Baseball  Had  Few  Stars; 
Golf  Also  Lagged  in  GSC 

It  is  hard  to  find  anything 
pleasant  in  a  10-24  baseball  sea- 
son. But  the  Demon  diamond 
crew  produced  a  few  pleasant 
surprises  despite  logging  that  dis- 
mal record. 

John  Boogaerts,  junior  left 
fielder,  led  the  GSC  in  home  runs 
with  10  in  34  games,  and  he  was 
listed  among  the  national  leaders 
in  that  category.  Boogaerts  also 
led  the  team  in  hitting  in  GSC 
games  only  with  a  .333  mark. 
Second-baseman  Randall  John- 
son led  the  hitting  parade  overall 
with  a  .330  average. 

Coach  Don  Beasley's  golfers, 
despite  finishing  last  in  the  GSC 
tourney,  were  a  better  group  of 
linksters  than  their  record  indi- 
cates. The  team  averaged  78.6 
strokes  per  18  holes,  good  enough 
to  win  two  matches  and  not  good 
enough  in  five  others. 

Senior  Harry  Lewis  was  the 
most  consistent  member  of  the 
club,  averaging  76.4  in  14V2 
rounds.  He  was  followed  by  Jeff 
Brown  (77.1),  Jim  Pierson  (78.1), 
Conroy  Guillot  (79.5),  Gary  Johns 
(80.7),  and  Monty  Doggett  (80.8). 


Southwestern  Oklahoma  fin- 
ished fourth  in  the  final  National 
Association  of  Intercollegiate  Ath- 
letics poll  last  year  with  a  9-1 
record.  The  Bulldogs  won  the  Ok- 
lahoma Collegiate  Athletic  Con- 
ference with  a  6-1   mai-k. 

Scoring  346  points  to  only  57 
for  their  opponents,  the  Bulldogs 
rolled  up  more  than  50  points  in 
each  of  their  last  three  games  and 
shut  out  their  final  two  oppon- 
ents of  the  season. 

Pensacola  Navy  will  be  no 
stranger  to  Ncrthv/estern  foot 
ball  fans.  The  Demons  have  met 
the  Florida  team  five  times  in  the 
past  decade,  winning  on  all  five 
occasions.  But  the  Goshawks 
feature  an  exciting  team  made  up 
of  an  array  of  players  who  have 
performed  at  major  universities 
across  the  country. 

Northwestern  opens  the  1970 
season  at  home  Sept.  12  against 
Florence  State,  one  of  only  two 
teams  to  down  the  Demons  last 
year.  Florence  beat  NSC  27-3  in 
Alabama  last  fall. 

Road  trips  are  scheduled  for 
S  pt.  19  against  Stephen  F.  Aus- 
tin at  Nacogdoches  and  Sept.  26 
against  Southwestern  Oklahoma 
at  Weatherford.  The  Demons,  sec- 
ond in  the  GSC  last  year  with  a 
4-1  league  mark  and  7-2  overall 
record,  open  conference  play  Oct. 
3  against  Northeast  at  Monroe. 

Following  an  open  date,  Pensa- 
cola Navy  will  invade  Demon 
Stadium  Oct.  17.  The  State  Fair 
classic  against  Louisiana  Tech  is 
October  24  in  Shreveport. 

Northwestern  plays  Jackson- 
ville State  in  Alabama  Oct.  31 
and  GSC  foe  McNeese  State  in 
Lake  Charles  Nov.  7.  The  De- 
mons end  the  season  with  two 
straight  conference  games  at 
home  against  Southv/estern  in  a 
Homecoming  contest  Nov.  14  and 
Southeastern  Nov.  21. 

All  of  the  Demons'  games  are 
7:30  p.m.  contests  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Homecoming  bat- 
tle with  Southwestern,  which  is 
set  for  2:30  p.m.

Outstanding  performances  by 
three  seniors  and  a  freshman 
highlighted  the  1970  track  season. 
Veteran  distance  man  Paul  True-| 
man  led  the  Demons  in  individual! 
scoring  with  38  points  while  shot 
putter  Larry  Wright  had  36  and 
discus  tosser  Knute  Andersson 
had  32. 

However,  the  most  noteworthy 
efforts  of  the  campaign  were 
turned  in  by  freshman  pole  vault 
sensation  Richard  Lewis  of 
Natchitoches.  Overcoming  a  prob- 
lem with  his  knee  during  mid- 
season,  Lewis  came  on  strong  ati 
the  end  of  schedule  to  equal  the" 
school  record  (15-0)  on  three 
occasions. 

Trueman  closed  out  a  bright 
career  at  NSC  by  clocking  his 
best  time  of  the  season  in  the 
three-mile  event  (14:48).  Paul 
holds  the  school  record  at  that 
distance.  Wright's  best  shot  put 
heave  of  the  campaign  was  52 
feet,  seven  inches,  placing  him  in 
the  No.  2  spot  on  the  all-time  list 
of  NSC's  best  shot  putters.  And 
Andersson  set  a  new  school  rec- 
ord in  the  discus  by  sailing  the 
steel  plate  158  feet,  10  inches. 
Trueman,  Wright,  and  Andersson 
are  all  seniors. 
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
